By-and  by,  when  there  bad  come  a  little 
lull,  one  of  the  party,  a  white-haired  old 
mau,  of  more  than  three -soore-aud  ten — 
who  had  gained  a  wide-spread  reputation 
for  Judgment  and  skill,  both  as  surgeon  and 
physician,  said  he  would  like  to  tells  us  a 
story.  Said  he : 

“I  once  knew  a  physleian— one  of  the 
eclectic  school — a  sort  of  all-sorts — who  for- 
Difchod  his  own  medicines.
